' The witness' of the Spirit is not 
likely to be mistaken 'for something 
else, just as the suh is not likely to 
be mistaken for a lesser "light, a 
glow-worm, or a moon. Rut one 
who has not seen the sun might mis- 
take some lesser light for the Still. 
So an .unsaved man may, mistake 
some flash of fancy; some pleasant 
emotion, for the witness of the 
Spirit-. But if he is honest, the ah- 
sencc of fltcsc secondary evidences 

'and witnesses will correct hint.

Without extra' pay- 
ment; the lodger has the privilege 
of the laundry accommodation, - 
where be may wash his clotliesj' dry- 
ing them in the steam dryer, . 

fii the case of the Women's Metro- 
polc, mothers may have their chil- 
dren with them for the payment oE 
id. (two cents) per night, and may ^ 
dine, in a secluded "room. Just all 
the comfort and consolation that- 
this clean haven means to widows 
nnd deserted wives cannot he ex- 
pressed in words. 

Help for the Homeless. 

There is also & family scetioitj 
where father, mother, and three chil- 
dren arc accommodated for the pay- 
ment of fid. per nip.ht. This provision 
is not intended for regular lodgers;

poor people who arc travel! ingv or 
who, overcome bv misfortune, have 
lont their hooic, As soon as the oc- 
cupiers of the rooms arc able to- 
lilaec themselves in homes of their 
own, the rooms are vacated lor the 
benefit of oihtr needy cases.

Welfare of the Blind.

Probing Into Cigarette Evil. 

An enquiry is to be made by a 

coimmllci* of the fifteen members oi 

the ITouse of Commons into the use 
of cigarettes in Canada. They will 
decide whether or not it is expedient 
lo amend the existing laws for the 
purpose of remedying or prcVimliug 
:niy evils arising from the use of 
cigarettes. 

This is the outcome of n motion 
by Mr. Andrew Brodcr, of Duudu^. 
Ik- proposed to prohibit the import- 
ation, manufacture, and sale of "cig- 
arettes, ciparctlc papers, or wrap- 
pers, or any substitute therefor," and 
lu make it an offence to give away 
any of the articles mentioned. 

In moving his resolution, Mr. Bro-
